SPRINGFIELD, May 28.—The French Cath- 
olic church at South Holycke, was burned. 
The candle onthe altar fired the drapery. 
Most.of those in.the body of the church es 
caped, but those in the gallery mostly per- 
ished, “The service had nearly ¢losed and 
vespers were being sung. There was but 
one exit from the gallery, which extended 
around the building. There were seven 
hundred worshippers present,

The efforts of the people to get into the 
church to resene their friends, increased 
the confusion and added to the disaster. 
Personal violence had to be used in several 
instances to keep the women from 
aaa. BUSHING INTO THE FLAMES 
to save their children. The church was ¢s- 
tablished seven years ago, and the parish 
included all the French Catholics in the vi- 
cinity, numbering 2,560. The church was 
built in 1870, and was one hundred by sixty 
fect, two stories high, and built entirely of 
pine. The galleries on the sides and north 
end were about twenty-five feet wide 
There were two doors in the north end: of 
the church, opening into a vestibule, from 
which two doors led into the body of the 
church. The galleries opened into the ves- 
tibule. Atthe rear end was another door, 
by which a few persons escaped. 
Immediately upon the 

BREAKING OUT OF THE FLAMES 
all the occupants of the galleries rushed to 
the east door, and crowded so that they fell 
upon one another and choked up the door- 
way with their bodies, piled in all ways, 
seven or eight feet deep, and here most of 
the lives were lost. 
From this mass Chief Mullin rescued one 
young woman, after taking off two dead 
bodies from above her. It was almost im- 
possibie to face the flames, and Chief Mullin 
and others had their clothes 
ALMUST BURNED FROM THEM, 
and were badly burned themselves about the 
hands. 
In rear of the church was the priest’s 
resi lence, which was also destroyed. The 
walls were pulled down after the fire was 
nearly put out. One woman

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THE SCHOOL QUESTION.

Objections Answered. 
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Eprrors Constitution : 
I propose in this paper to consider 
two objections to our school system 
which I have sometimes heard urged— 
and much oftener by members of the 
General Assembly than by others. 
There is really very little force in them, 
and the surprising part of the matter is 
that men of acknowledged intelligence 
should take them up and repeat them. 
A few captious persons, very earnestly 
opposed to a measure, often raise no 
little clamor, while the friends of the 
measure move quietly on, giving their 
countenance to its execution, ad en- 
joying its fruits.” I think this has been 
teue, in wany places, in respect to our 
schoolsystem. Those who oppose are 
active. and make much noise, while 
those who favor say but little; and the 
representatives of the people, judging 
of the state of popular feeling simply 
by what they hear, are misted. In this 
way objections are taken up without 
proper investigation, and repeated. In- 
deed, those who mention the objections, 
which we propose to consider, usually 
state them as objections which they 
have heard. ies 
The first of these objections is that 
our scbool law is hard to understand, 
acd that the system which it creates is 
complicated, and difficult of adminis- 
tration, ‘Those who origivate this ob- 
jection have not stopped, perhaps, to 
consider what it is to “frame a school 
system for a State. Doubtless their 
minds have failed to take in the full 
magnitude of the work. (ieorgis hasa 
school population of 394,037. To pro- 
vide for instructing this large number 
of children, teachers must be examined, 
licensed, and contracted with; and when 
their work is finished, in order to a pro- 
per exhibit of what has been accom- 
plished, reports must be made. The 
enumeration of the school population 
mast. be ken at regular intervals, the 
schools la be Tinted ee ef 
and the reports of the teachers must be 
Gonsolidated, and a retura made to Some 
central authority for the information of 
Assembly.and the. people. 
A local agency or aythority must be cre- 
ated in each county for the supervision 
of the school interests, and for the ad- 
ministration of the school laws anda 
record of the proceedings of this agency 
must be kept for the benefit of all per- 
sons interested therein. © Jn order to in- 
gure uniformity in the administration, 
to systematize the entire school opera- 
tions of the State, to collect statistical 
and other information indispensable to 
intelligent school legislation, and to 
hold ia hand, and direct the entire ma- 
chinery, a central authority or head of 
department must be provided for. The 
rights of teachers, of pareats and of 
pupils must be clearly defined ; provi- 
ny e made fon olicting. aie 
ing and disbursing funds; the liability 
of fingnciai agents must be distinctly 
set forth, and the proper agencies for e::- 
forcing that liability, if occasion should 
arise, must be created. These are some

| no sthoot code simpler or tote easily 
understood than’ ours. The best prac- 
tical test of this question, however, is 
that afforded by actual administration. 
Since my entrance into office in 
January, 1872, four thousand, four 
hundred and fifty letters have been re- 
ceivel. Many of thése related simply 
to the details of official business. Quite 
a niniber asked for an official interpre- 
tation and construction of the provis- 
ions of the law. The number of the 
latter class has been continually dimin- 
ishing, until now, comparatively few of 
that kind are received. The whole 
subject of public schools was new both 
to the public and the school officers, 
and for this reason alone many inquiries 
have been made, ‘The number of let- 
ters of mere inquiry affords no. proper 
test of the intricacy of the school stat- 
utes, Our law provides for an appeal 
from the County Boards to the State 
School Commissioner, and from the 
latter officer to the State Board, in all 
controversies in relation to the con- 
struction or administration of the school 
laws. During the last two years about 
five thousand teachers have been em- 
ployed ander contracts with the vari- 
ous local Boards. Men are more apt 
to differ where money is involved than 
upon subjects of any other kind. Yet, 
notwithstanding our school law pro- 
vides for carrying up cases from. the 
lowest to the highest school tribunal 
without a cent of cost to'the parties 
litigant, only ten cases in all have beep 
brought up; and more than half of these 
cases originated, not under school law 
proper, but under the different acts 
passed for paying the school debt of 
1871. These facts demonstrate clearly 
that there cannot be any great amount 
of ambiguity, complexity or intricacy 
in our school law. I will dismiss. this 
objecti n by simply adding that I will 
yield to its force, if any fair-minded, 
sensible man will take the school law, 
read it carefully and then declare that 
he does not understand its provisions. 
The second objection, which I pro- 
pose to consider in this communication, 
is that an unreasonable amount of the 
fund is absorbed in paying the claims 
of county officials, leaving but little for 
the educating of the children—the prime 
object for which the fund was provi- 
ded. I first heard this objection at the 
session of the General Assembly in 
January and February, 1874. At that 
time a bill was introduced abolishing 
the office 6f county school commission- 
er; and the main argument relied upon 
was the objection above stated. The 
school law does not require the amount 
of compensation allowed to county 
commissioners to be reported to the of- 
fice of the State School Commissioner; 
and the records in my office did not 
show what these officials had received. 
The objection thus derived all the 
foree which it had from vague state- 
ments received from unoflicial sources, 
I immediately sent postal cards to every 
Commissioner inthe State, asking for 
the desired information, and, iu a very 
short time, had answers from over nine- 
ty counties. These answers showed 
that some four or five of these officers 
had received unreasonable compensa- 
tion, A few had received very meagre 
compensation, amounting, in some cases, 
to only 2'¢per cent of the fund handled. 
The average compensation was a little 
Over nine per cent of the fund 
which I did not consider exorbi- 
tant in view of the services rendered 
in the year 1873; for that year, in addi- 
tion to the regular duties of examin- 
ing teachegs, visiting the schools, meet- 
ing the Boards, and receiving and pay- 
ing out the fund, the Commissioners 
were required to take the enumeration 
of the school population. If the fund 
had passed into the hands of the Coun- 
ty Treasurers, they would Wave received, 
as the law now stands and as some un- 
derstood it to be then, five per cent. for 
simply receiving and paying out. If it 
had been shown that the Commissioners 
of that year received too much, the 
clamor against the oflice was not well 
founded, as any one can see by reference 
to the school law. If it was an error 
at all, it was simply an error of adminis- 
tration. The law provides that County 
Commissioners shall receive a per diem 
not to excecd three dollars, to be deter- 
mined by the Boards of Education; and 
makes it the duty of the Boards to limit 
the number of days for which the Com- 
missioners shall render an account for 
official services. These two provisions 
of the law put it in the power of the 
Boards to fix the compensation of the 
Commissioners at whatever amount they 
may see fit. If the Boards will not act 
reasonably, the law provids still another 
remedy. It is made the duty of the 
Judge of the Superior Court, on address 
of two-thirds of the grand jury, to re- 
move the members of the Board from 
office “‘for inefficiency, incapacity, gen- 
eral neglect of duty, or maifeasance or 
corruption in office.” If the people of 
the counties failed that year, or if they 
shall fail hereafter, to protect the rights 
of their children, with all these means 
of protection at hand, they will have 
only themselves to blame for failure. 
The lawis asit should be. The whole 
power of regulating the compensation 
of the County Commissioner—the only 
schoo! officer of the county who receives 
compensation—is in the hands of the 
local authorities where it should be. 
The services of this officer are worth 
more in some portions of the State than 
in others; and who is so well prepared 
to judge of their value as those upon 
the spot when the services are rendered. 
The danger is evidently, not in the di- 
rection of excessive, but of insufficient 
compensation. Popular clamor may 
lead to the fixing of the compensation 
so low as to secure the services of only 
that class of men whose services would 
be dear at any price. It will be an un- 
fortunate day for our school intersts if 
popular complaints, in the future, should 
lead to the abolition of the office of 
County School Commissioner. Local 
superintendency, ag all experience shows. 
is indespensable to success. “Almost 
every State in the Union and nearly all 
the territories have a county superinten- 
dancy, or what is equivalent; and an 
experience of many years, in some of 
the states, has but servedto strengthen 
the general conviction of its indispensa- 
ble necessity. ‘Our own experiente has 
been a short one, but ‘short as it has | 
been, it has been sufficient to convince 
me that we can not dispense with the 
officetin question. Wherever have we had 
good County Commissioners our 
interest have been well manged, and the 
comparatively good results achieved 
haye very much strengthened the sys- 
tem with the pedple; and candor com- 
pels me to say of my subordinates, that, 
as arule, we have had good men filling 
these positions. I,do not hesitate to af- 
firm that, aga.class, they are the most 
intelligent, efficient, reliable county of- 
ficials known to our laws.

When the news of the evacuation of 
Richmond and the capitulation of the 
remnant of Lee’s army at Appomatiox 
Court-housre reached General Brecken. 
ridge’s" headquarters, it was determined 
in a council of war, at which General 
Joseph E. Johnston presided, that any 
further resistance to the overwhelming 
| forees of the federal armies would be a 
useless effusion of blood on the part of 
the confederates, who were already cir- 
ecumvented by the enemy and suffering 
for food. It was at this period, about 
the middle of April, 1865, that General 
Breckenridge, after a perilous ride of 
over a thousand miles on horseback, 
evading the federal cayalry in his flight 
through North Carolina, Georgia, Ala 
bama and Florida, at last succeeded in 
reaching the mouth of the St. Jobn’s 
river, where he was joined by Colonel 
Wilson of the Florida cavalry, J. Taylor 
Wood, ex commander of the confederate 
privateer Tallahassee, and Capt. O’Toole, 
all of whom, together with his body ser- 
vant, a negro boy, volunteered to accom- 
pany bim to Cuba. Securing a small boat 
of only one ton to burthen, and about 
eighteen feet in length—the only means 
of transportation at their command— 
these volu:tary exiles bravely launched 
their little craft on the treacherous waters 
of-the gulf of Mexico. 

After eight days of adventure and al- 
ternate calm and storm, during which 
their supply of wafer and provisions 

ve out, they were at length hailed off 
salt Key, on the northwest coast of. 
Cuha, by a brig bound from Cardenas to 
New York. Passing themselves off as 
fishermen from Florida, they procured

flammation. At this stage of the pro- 
ceedings Dr. Mudd retired, and Dr. 
Swift continued the examination. The 
renal organs were examined. The 
stomach showed clearly the result of in- 
flammation, and was impacted with 
food. Subsequeatly the brain and spi- 
nal cord were subjected to microscopic 
insjection, when inflammation of a 
high degree, as well as effusiun and soft- 
ening of the substance of the brain, 
were plainly manifest. Also fatty de- 
generation of the spinal channel was 
shown. Dr. Swift is of the opinion 
that 

{THE IMMEDIATE CAUSE OF DEATH 
is inflammation of the brain and its at- 
tributes, and that the inflammatory state 
of the stomach (no matter what the same 
may have been produced by) cannot be 
taken as the cause of death in any of 
the fatal cases. The following reasons 
are advanced for this opinion: In the 
inflammation of the stomach and of 
the bowels the extremjties are cold, 
purgingjensugs, the pain is intermittent, 
the temperature of the body varies from 
105 to 110 degrees, and the victim dics 
comparatively easy when mortification 
has set in. In the cases recorded the 
extremities were warm, the temperature 
of the body per rectum mostly normal, 
and never exceeding 1014 degrees, while 
the animals died in a spell of what ap- 
peared tetanic spasm. The symptoms 
manifested are such as to give rise to 
the belief in many that the animals had 
been poisoned, and with a view of deter- 
= this question the stomachs of 
two of the dead horses will be subjected 
to chemical analysis. The inflamma- 
tion of the stomach would give the im- 
pression of 

THE PRESENCE OF POISON; 

metastasis from the stomach to the brain. 
This, in the opinion of Dr. Swift, is a 
very reasonable theory. He expresses 
no idea as to the character of the poi- 
son, if it does exist, and is loth to be- 
lieve that poison has been administered. 
The analysis, however, will raise the 
veil of doubt. He at present has no 
theory to offer as to the cause of inflam- 
mation. Dr. Mudd was of the opinion 
that the disease was one of the nerveus 
system, and the examination confirmed 
him in the belief, although the symp 
toms were not of a nature gufficiently 
sty to predicate such intense frenzy.

NOT OF A CONTAGIOUS NATURE, 

but precautionary measures were recon.- 
mended at the Bellefontaine stables, and 
all the horses, those convalescing and 
those free from disease, were removed to 
adjoining lot, and their food changed.

two in Philadelphia, one in. Connecti- 
cut, one in New Orleans, one in Lock- 
port, and onein Boston.

After leaving Auburn Deming went 
to Canada. He had been there but a 
few months when he joined a gang of 
burglars and planned and helped to ex- 
ecute the robbery of St. Catherine’s 
Bank. He was arrested before he 
could leave the province, all the rest es- 
caping. When put upon trial he suc- 
ceeded in establishing an alibi through 
the testimony of one Mary Washburne, 
a supposed respectable seamstres of St. 
Catherines, but in reality the wife of 
one of the gang and an accomplice ia 
the robbery. here is a reward, De- 
ming said, of $5,000 still standing for 
the arrest of the parties engaged in the 
St. Catherine’s robbery. ‘hey got 
away with about $20,000 anc a large 
amount of bonds. ‘hese latter, accord- 
ing to the dying criminal, were buried 
in Delaware county, near the Ulster 
county line, and are there yet for all he 
knew to the contrary. Deming said 
that the robbery of the United States 
mail of five bags of valuable matter at 
Uticaa year ago was planned by him, 
but he did not participate in the rob- 
bery, although he knew all the parties 
engaged in it, and how they have maa- 
aged to elude justice. He was one of 
the ga: g who committed the Vomstock 
robbery, also in Utica, which, he said, 
did not yield the amount that was re- 
ported as taken, it being, in fact, an un- 
protitable job. Besides these leading 
crimes in which he was concerned, Dv- 
ining confessed to being a leader in nu- 
merous others which acquired but a lo- 
cal reputation, but which were im- 
portant as tothe profit they yielded. 
He claimed to kaow who broke open 
the Port Jarvis Bank in 1869, when 
about $60,000 in moaeyand bends were 
stolen, and said he was one of the 
watch rs optside when it was done. 
Neming alsg sgid that he kpew who 
robbed and murdered Mr. Edwardsa 
few months ago at Cooperstown. It 
will be remembered that Edwards, who 
was a wealthy resident of Cooperstown, 
was attacked at ..ight at his residence, 
robbed and murdered. By a hat which 
was left behind by the murderer or 
murderers a supposed clue was obtain- 
ed toa party concerned in the crime, 
and he was arrested. Deming said they 
had not got the right man; that he knew 
to whom the hat belonged. He gavea 
detailed account of that crime, mention- 
ing the names of those concerned in it, 
and made many extraordinary develop- 
ments, which the authorities who have 
the sworn copfession will not, as yet, 
divulge. Deming lived but a few hours 
after making his statement, and was 
fully aware of his approaching disso- 
lution. Opinionas to the truth of his 
confession is considerably divided— 
many believing that a dying man would 
not trump up the stories he told, and 
others claiming that Deming was crazy. 
An investigation of the statements will 
be made, and their truth or falsity set- 
tled at once.

Suouo.a, Pa., May 20.—Samuel L. 
Downs and W. C. Reeves, of Rochester, 
have been trout fishmg for three or four 
days on the streams in this vicinity. On 
Tuesday they went out to fish Taylor’s 
creek, a& branch of the Shgbola, about 
five miles from this station The stream 
traverses a wild and hilly scction, and 
for some days the woods have been on 
fire for miles along its course. The men 
had fished up to. two miles above its 
mouth, when the fire approached so aear 
the stream on both sides that they were 
compelled to stop, and started to retrace 
their steps. They had proceeded but a 
short distance on their return when they 
were alarmed to find that the fire had 
closed in to the stream in that direction 
also, High and precipitous bills rise on 
either side of the stream at the point 
where they were, and even if the fire 
had not covered them, escape in that 
direction would have been very difficult. 
To add to the peril of the situation, the 
fires both above and below them were 
rapidly approaching one another and re- 
ducing the space in which the fishermen 
founda themselves confiacd,,. The under- 
bru: bh also in that locality grows down 
to the water’s edge, and logs and 
dry branches Jay dcpogs the stream. To 
these the flames communieated readily, 
and in a comparatively short time the 
morse were hemmed in on all sides 

y fire. 

At the spot where they were forced to 
halt is a deep pool, at the foot of a fall 
some ten feet high. This p»ol is about 
twenty feet wide and very deep. Downs, 
seeing that there wasmo hope of escape 
in any Other way, suggested to his com- 
panion that they must plunge in the pool 
aud remain there, if possible, until the 
fire had so far exhausted itself along the 
stream asto permit of their wading down 
the creek until they got below the burn. 
ing w A new difficulty here pre- 
sented itself. Reeves could not swim, 
and the water in the centre of the pool, 
where they must necessarily take their 
position, was oyer fbely beads. The heat 
was now hecoming ined the smoke 
almost saffocatiag. There was but one 
thing to be done. Downs shoved a piece 
of pine log into the stream, and support- 
ing Reeves with one arm, swam to the 
centre of the pool. By the aid of the 
bit of log he was to keep both 
his companion and himself afloat until 
they reached the foot'ef the fall, where 
& projecting fock offered former a 
fim hold for his hand, and by which he 
kept his head above the water. They 
allowed as much of the falling water to 
cover them as they gould with gafet 
and in that uyivg vityation awaited ‘t 
passing fury 0 fo lates. Fortunately, 
no branches or dead ttees projected into |. 
the stream where the fishermen sought 
refuge, and they had nothing to oa 
from direct ¢ontact with the fire, But 
the heat from the flames, which were at 
no time more than ten feet away on either 
side, was almost unbearable. The men 
would endure it as long as possible, and 
then duck their beads’ ath the water 
and keep them there uutil they were 
forced to again emerge for air, Added 
to the sufferings of Ves Was the cir- 
eumstance of bis bei liged to:

THE PROSECUTOR, 

Mr. R. D. Mann was ia court for a while 
yesterday morning, and throughout the 
grea er partof thé afternoon.
